Conferences of Jewish Ministers 


THe season of Conferences has at length come to an end. Among 
the meetings which recur as surely as Autumn is that of the 
Chureh Congress. Why should not the Synagogue adopt a 
similar expedient for bringing its Ministers together in council? 
Even the least indulgent critics of these annual assemblages of 
specialists are beginning to discern some signs of usefulness in 
the periodical meetings of the Clergy ; and it is hard to believe 
that we Jews would reap no benefit from an adoption of the 
practice. It is not in vogue among churchmen alone ; 
Dissenters practically recognise the advantage of calling 
their ministers together from time to time for mutual guidance 
and instruction. No one can suppose that when once a minister 
is established in a congregation he needs no such counsel as he 
may obtain from his fellow-labourers elsewhere. A minister 
must always be learning, not ohly learning the knowledge which 
books afford, but the best mode of dealing with the practical 
difficulties which are constantly experienced by every con- 
scientious pastor. Some at any rate of the questions discussed 
at the Church Congress are topics upon which the intelligent 
and zealous Jewish ‘minister would be glad to be enlightened. 
He has a congregation to guide, and he would like to have the 
counsel which would help him to discharge as effectively as 
possible so serious a responsibility.

Mr. ISAIAH KALMANOWSRKY., 
\ Correspondent writes: 


Mr. Isaiah Kalmanowsky, a well-known Russian Jew, passed away on 


September 2th, in London. ‘The deceased was an architect in Russia. He 
fraduatced in Switzerland in the eighties of last century. A man cf 
extraordinary wisdom and business acumen, he soon managed to attract 
the attention of the Russian authorities to his abilities: and contracts for 
public buildings, railways, churches, etc., were soon offered him. As a 
result of these offers, and owing to a strong sense of duty which would 
not tolerate anything but the best work and quality of materials being 
used in the execution of his contracts, he amassed a large fortune. The 


result was that towards the end of last century he could be counted among 
the very few Kusso-Jewish millionaires respected by Jew and Gentile alike. 
Very early in his career, be exhibited a splendid public spirit. lie paul 
attention to the organisation of an Artisans’ School, and made a point of 


civ ng employment to the best pupils of the school on his own works. His 
deeds of munificence were very numerous. There is plenty of material 
tit among his papers calling to some experienced hand aud mind to 
came and rescue it from oblivion—materal which is of great interest 
201 niv-to Jews, but to the world as well. Ile ceased all business 
activities during the War, aud devoted himself to work of rescue. 
When the Tsarist armies overran the Carpathians and Eastern Galicia, 
and started to plundcr Jewish homes, mauy hostages were taken among 
the most prominent citizens of every town and townlet. hesse were sent 
into the interior of Russ a and to Siberia; many of them with their wives 
and children, huddied in cattic-trucks in the most insanitary conditions, 
ami with the utmost disregard of their comforts and well-being. Many of 
them used to pass through Kiev, and the deceased did not spare himself in 
work of res Ife used to get them ont of the prisons, take them to 
public baths, bring them to his own table and provide them not only with 
mater al Gomforta but also with a warm and sympathetic friendshir,

The well-known Yiddish poet, A. M. DILLON, has died in New 


York of heart faiinre. His real name was Zuchowitsky. Ile was born 52 
years ago in Grodno’ Poland, and had live in America for the past thirty 
years. Dillon's first poems were publishe lin 1910, and he had contributed 
to most of the Yiddish literary periodicals in America and Europe. 


The death has oceurrel in Leipzig of Rabbi Dr. GOLDMANN. IIe was 
& prominent German-Jewish leader, an active member of the Central 
Union of German Citizens of Jewish Faith and an author of several books. 


Mr. ALEXANDER: MoszowskI, the famous German-Jewish humorist. 
philosopher and p'aywright, died in Berlin at the age of 83. The 
deceased was the Editor-in-Chief of the LUSTIGE BLAETTER in Germany 
fur 42 years and the author of several books. 


The death is announced, at the age of 75, of M. Yousser Guez, Chief 
Rabbi of Tunisia.

Sir Leonard Cohen Resigns Presidency 


ELECTION OF SIR O. E. DAVIGDOR-GOLDSMID

WORKING FOR STRICKEN JEWRY 
Sir Leonard L. Cohen, who has been, since October. 1929 
President of the Council of Administration of the Ica (Jewish 


_Colonisation Association), which was founded by Baron de Hirsch 


in 1891, resigned his office, for reasons of health, at the Annual 
Meeting of the Council which was held in London under his 
Chairmanship, on Monday. Sir Leonard, who is seventy-six years 
of age, was elected Honorary President, a new office in the history 
of the Association. Warm tributes to Sir Leonard and to.bis great 
work in the Association were paid by Dr. Blau (Germany), M. Jules 
Philippson (Belgium), M. Jacques Heilbron (France), Sir Osmond 
d'Avigdor-Goldsmid and Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore (England), and 
by M. Louis Oungre, the Director and Manager, on behalf of the 
staff of the lea all over the world. 

Sir Osmond d’'Avigdor-Goldsmid, former President of the Board 
of Deputies of British Jews, who is Chairman of the Jewish Agency 
Council, has been elected the new President of the Ica. 

In the course of his presidential address Sir Leonard, after 
referring to the prolonged period of crisis, said that there were 
faint indications ofa return to normality and that their efforts to 
alleviate the fate of their unfortunate coreligionists had not been 


in vain. He spoke of the lcas work in South America, Palestine, 
Poland, Rumania and Canada, and revealed that in Argentine 


last year the Ica colonists raised a barvest worth 863,087 dollars, 
almost 89.000 dollars more than in 1932. They had sown 265,565 
hectares as against 229,426 in the previous year. 

Policy of Vocational Adjustment 

The movement, continued Sir Leonard, towards the adjust- 
ment of vocations (Uimeschichtung) testifies tothe wisdom which has 
guided our activities in this direction, activities which, I may recall, 
were in full accord. with the views of our founder. These were 
inspired by the intention to attract gradually the Jewish masses to 
the culture of the soil, and also to effect the training of artisans and 
to fit people for manual work; in this way they would be deflected 
from resorting to the liberal professions in too large numbers. 
(bviously such a work has been and is both useful and valuable. 
Hur technical schools represent the practical expression of this 
intention, as do our credit institutions through the help they give 
to cultivators, small traders and artisans.” 

With reference to the Foundation, he said that the work of 
its Caisses de pretset @épargne continued to benefit Jews in Bulgaria, 
Giveece, Old Rumania, Bukovina, Transylvania, Czechoslovakia and 
Turkey, where until the inception of these caisses the Jews in 
these countries did not realise the advantage of a co-operative 
financial movement, which places credit within reach of people with 
very sinall means, cultivators, small dealers and the lesser industries. 
In spite of numerous collapses, there existed 580 caisses with 
207,615 members. ‘The operations of this work of credit extended 
to Estonia, Lithuania, Latvia, Austria, Palestine, Poland and 
Bessarabia. Preparations were in hand more than a year ago to 
organise a similar work in Germany, when the catastrophe happened, 
which had rendered it more necessary than ever. A section of 
forty-two caisses had been created, which today rendered services 
to their sorely tried co-religionists, 

in connection with the work for the refugees from Germany, 
Sir Leonard said that the Hicem had accomplished a great task on 
their behalf and in co-operation with the organisations in various 
countries founded to deal with this problem. They had supported 
the foundation of the Anglo-Hicem and had co-operated in the 
formation of the High Commission for Refugees from Germany. 
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\fter recalling the work of the Ica in helping in past cris 
the victims of Jewish persecution, Sir Leonard concluded: .

What Is Being Done With Them? 
STEWARDSHIP. OF THE ICA CHALLENGED 


From Dr. J. BRUTZKUS 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


In 1891 Baron Maurice de Hirsch, the great philanthro, 
decided to use his immense fortune to save the Jews of Eas’ 
Europe from degeneration and ruin. Inv iew of his knowledg: 
the historic fate of the Jewish people, he thought that the | 
expedient would be the transporting of Jews into new countrics 
the settling of them there on the land. 

So he founded the Jewish Colonisation Association (lca) » 
the initial capital of two million pounds sterling to which he 
added a further eight millions as a special donation. This cap

Jewish families settled in Argentine; but later the colonisat: 
movement stopped and the Ica limited itself to the consolidatio:

died and bequeathed all the shares of the Ica to the Je) 
Communities of Brussels, Berlin, Frankfort and the Anglo-Jewis': 
Association of London. Each of the above received the equa! 
number of 5,000 shares. 

Since the death of Baron Hirsch, the activities of the Ica | 
considerably decreased. True, an official bulletin is published 
annually about the work of the organisation, but it is impossible to 
find there anything else except paltry reports about locust, drovuy!:'

seem that the Ica carries out no financial transactions whatever. in 
fact, an account of income and expenditure has, as far as cin 
ascertain, never been published; it is impossible for the public to 
get a picture of the management and the financial status of (he 
organisation; we only know that the results are far from brill, 
The number of settlers in the Argentine has not increased in 
course of the last forty years; with regard to the experiment 
the Ica in other countries—the results are nil.

private gentlemen.’ Ofcourse they are highly respectable people 
but they were not envisaged by the will of the late Baron de Hirsc). 

Still more interesting is the information about the funds of thir 
Ica, which we gather from the auditors’ reports. As I hav: 
mentioned above, apart from the two million pounds of initia! 
capital, the Ica received a further eight millions after the death of 
Baron Hirsch. Although the latter was an Austrian citizen. who 
made his will at Vienna and gave away three-quarters of the shares 
to foreign Jewish Communities for philanthropic purposes, never- 
less the Directors of the Organisation were obliged to pay one-and-a- 
half million pounds in death duties to the British Government. In 
accordance with the last report for the Ist January, 1933, the 
Organisation owned bonds for the total sum of £4,289,000 (accord- 
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‘og to the Stock Exchange valuation). Apart from that there was 
¢250,000 cash in hand, and in addition land in the Argentine 
and other countries, and debts of the colonists which were valued 
163.379.000. 

: “The losses during the Great War amounted to £661,000. These 
were comparatively small, thanks to the provision made by 
con Hirseh in the Articles and Memorandum of the Organisation

Meeting of Council 


100 GUINEAS FOR MINE DISASTER FUND 


A meeting of the General Council of the Federation of 
Synagogues was held last week at the offices, 64, Leman Street, E. 


Mr. M. H. Davis, L.C.C., the President, was in the Chair. Sir 
SAMUEL G. JOSEPH attended for the purpose of receiving a cheque for 
100 guineas granted by the Federation towards the Lord Mayor's appeal 
for the Miners’ Fund in connection with the recent disaster at Gresford 
Colliery. The recommendation of the Honorary Officers and Executive 
to grant a loan of £1,200 to the Stepney Orthodox Synagogue, and grants 
of £40 to the Montague Road Beth Hamedrash and 25 guineas to the 
Leytonstone and Wanstead Synagogue, wa also agreed to. 

The PRESIDENT reported on the satisfactory agreement come to by 
the constituents of the Shechita Board (of which the Federation is one) 
whereby the surplus handed over by the Board to its constituents would 
be used by the Central Committee for Jewish Education for the benefit of 
Talmud Torahs and other educational bodies. Mr. Davis expressed his 
approval of the decision that no organisation would receive a grant unless 
it employed professional Chartered Accountants. 

In reply to a question the CHAIRMAN said that the Federation was not 
represented on the Central Committee, but when the grants from the 
Shechita Board were considered the Federation sent a representative. 
He was quite satisfied that the people in charge of the allocation of the 
money at the Central Committee had the interest of the Talmud Torahs 
and other classes at heart. 

The PRESIDEN? reported on the recent World Jewish Conference at 
Geneva, which he, together with Messrs. D. Barnett and N. Fisher, 
attended as representatives of the Federation. He regretted that the 
Deputies of British Jews were not represented. He felt that in this case 
the Federation was a truer body of British opinion than the Deputies, 
who thought fit to abstain from being represented. He hoped that the 
Deputies would take their part in Jewish affairs and not leave it to other 
bodies. Only by unity in the House of Israel could they withstaad the 
onslaughts of their enemies. 

The Chairman replied to a number of questions put to him in regard 
to the Conference. 

Mr. DAVIS, presenting the cheque for 100 guineas to Sir Samuel Joseph, 
expressed gratitude to the great City Corporation for what it had done on 
bebalf of religious freedom.

Perhaps Mr. Fabian does not know that the members’ contribution to 
the Federation was at one time 2d. per week. At that figure the finances 
of that body became quite healthy. The contribution is now 4d. and the 
membership very much farger. What wonder that the Federation has 
grown out of all recognition!

Less attention, however, has been given to Jewish employees, 
shop assistants, clerical and manual workers, Their tragedy, 
if more silent, is no less real. 

It is estimated that there were about 120,000 Jews in Germany 
in March last year who were earning their living as employees in 
offices, shops or factories or as outdoor workers. An enormous 
number of these have been dismissed, but it is impossible to obtain 
any reliable figure. Those that remain are members of the 
Gefolgschaft following), as all workers have to be, but they are not 
allowed to join the Deutsche Arbeitsfront, or German Labour Front, 
which is now the only Trade Union in Germany. Consequently 
they are deprived of such rights and privileges as the Union can 
obtain for the workers. These rights, are of course small in com- 
parison with those that have been won by real Trade Unions, but 
that very fact makes the deprivation of fundamental importance. 

In the first place it is the aim of the National Socialist State 
to make membership of this State Union a compulsory condition of 
employment, and Nazi employers are working steadily towards this 
end. Anyone who is not a member is looked upon as “ politically 
unreliable. Good Nazis do not speak to him; others dare not. 
Should he have any complaints, he has to bring them before the 


Confidential Council, which consists by law entirely of Nazis and 


the employer. It is a common practice for the emplover to take on 
an extra hand who is a Nazi and to instruct a Jewish worker to 
teach him his job, after which the Jew is dismissed. Bank clerks 
of many years’ service are the most frequent Victims of this 
practice. Jews can easily be dismissed on the ground that they are 
“ politically unreliable,’ which is a legal ground for dismissal. 

Even Jewish firms, under Nazi pressure, dismiss their Jewish 
employees. Leiser's, the big shoe firm of Berlin, is an example. 
So wholesale have these dismissals become, and so demoralising 
economically that Dr. Seldte, Reich Minister of Labour, has had to 
issue a circular that no worker shall be dismissed merely on the 
ground that he is a “non-Aryan.’ This order gives a loophole to 
those firms that wish to retain their good employees, whether or 
not they are Jews, but does not prevent a firm dismissing its Jews 
if it wants to, through the Confidential Council declaring them 
“ politically unreliable.” Yet one step in the right direction, how- 
ever small, must be recorded with pleasure. 


Jewish Unemployed Destitute 


When, however, as only too often happens, the Jew loses his 
employment, his situation is even worse than that of a non-Jew. 
Legally he is entitled to unemployment assistance, but practically 
he seldom gets it. So long as there is anyone in his family earning 


_his livelihood the ~ discretion” of the authorities will go against 


him and he will in general be allowed no relief whatever. 

Moreover, there is a fundamental legal distinction between the 
unmarried Jew under the age of twenty-five, and the non-Jew of a 
similar age. All unmarried employees under the age of twenty-five 
years are now required by law to relinquish their posts in favour of 
older men. In exchange they are given some sort of subsistence in 
the Labour Camps. This substitute is denied to Jews, because the 
Camps are gleichgeschaltet or Nazified, like the Labour Front, and 
Jews are not admitted. It is estimated that there are about 10,000 
unmarried Jews under twenty-five years of age who will be thrown 
on to the scrap heap by this ordinance, and it must be recorded to 
the credit of the FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG that it has protested quite 
openly in the midst of tyranny against this obvious injustice. 

Unemployed Jews have to ask for Municipal Welfare Assistance. 
Many Municipalities are, apart from other considerations, literally 
unable to give such assistance; others can only give it in really 
desperate cases, usually to elderly dependents. Trade Unionists get 
a supplementary benefit, but Jews, being denied membership, are 
also denied benefits. Many of them have paid their subscriptions to 
their unions for twenty years or so, but that is all confiscated ; they 
desperate cases are sent by the

The figures for toy imports into the United 
States supplied by the American Department of Commerce show 
that only 217,000 dollars’ worth of German toys were imported in 
1933 compared with 1,500,000 dollarsin 1932. This amazing decline 
is admitted by the traders themselves to be due to the activities of 
the American Boycott Committees. The August figures for Britis! 
imports from Germany in the mantle and gown trades show % 
further heavy decline. The imports in women’s and girls’ garments 
of woven fabrics were £28,516, as compared with £57,625 for the 
corresponding month in 1933, which represents a drop of more thau 
50 per cent.

THE TRAGEDY OF SULZBACH 
300-Year-Old Community Obliterated 


‘The fate of the Sulzbach community is one that forms a _ tragic 
Wige in the history of German Jewry. This town has now 
become judenreim, and its synagogue has been converted into a 
museutn. The record of the extinguished community dates back to 

car 1666, when Christian Duke of Sulzbach invited the Jews 
‘os unmigrate into his dominion. This act was followed by the immi- 

‘ition of 100 Jewish families. who started to develop trades and 
{ts at Sulzbach with conspicuous success. Shortly afterwards 
Jewish community numbered 300 families. Great fame was 
lieved by the old Jewish printing works which turned out 
‘icbraic and Yiddish books in the course of centuries. The 
vc” The Knight of the Rad by the minstrel von Greffenberg, 
mitten into Yiddish was among the Sulzbach books which 
oyed the greatest popularity in the contemporary Jewish 
world. The Synagogue, a mixture of Biedermeier and Empire 
os, Was one of the most beautiful of old German Syna- 
‘ues. In its later history the Community had hard times when 
little country came under Bavarian domination. The Com. 
‘ity deteriorated both in wealth and numbers, but there were 
about 170 families left. In consequence of the terror of the 
oue-and-a-half years the entire Jewish Community left 
‘© place with the exception of a single Jew and seven elderly 
‘esses. This exodus made it impossible for the Jews. to 
ain the old Synagogue, and the municipality has taken posses- 
of the building and converted it into a museum. Now even 
last few Jews have left the town. The Burgomaster has ordered 
‘ue /iona in the Synagogue and the lions from the Oren-kodesh to 
heremoved. Aspecial prayer engraved in honour of King Louis II 
of Bavaria has been besmeared. The window panes with the Star 
’f David have been taken away. The only remnant indicative of 
“C Synagogue’s origin is a tablet with a Star of David containing 
date when the Synagogue was erected. As the only removable 
‘clic of their former place of worship, the Jews of Sulzbach have 
‘\ sen with them a Magen David made of stone, which was suspended 
‘ the courtyard of the Synagogue over the Chuppah. A Jewish 
‘munity with a record of nearly 300 years of honourable exist- 
“ce has thus been obliterated. 

At Gröbzig in the State of Anhalt, a solemn Service has been 

to mark the closing down of the Synagogue because the Com- 
unity is no longer large enough to maintain it. The building, as 
hreviously reported, is being taken over by the Municipal Council. 
de Service was attended by representatives of the neighbouring 
wish Communities of Dessau and Koethen. Rabbi Dr. Walter, of 
essau, who preached the farewell sermon, traced the changing 
‘ortunes of the Jewish Community in the course of its existence,

THE CHURCH CONFLICT 
A Revolt that may Overthrow Nazism 


The conflict in the Protestant Church has in the last week 
leapt to the forefront of significant news: it has already emerged 
from being an internal religious dispute and may even become a 
nation-wide revolt of the middle-class against the tyranny of 
Nazism. Briefly the facts are as follows: Ona Thursday of last 
week, Dr. Meiser, Bishop of Bavaria (where Hitlerism had birth) was 
dismissed and placed under house arrest for “ persistent refusal 
to carry out the legitimate decrees of the Reich Church administra. 
tion.” A large crowd gathered in the courtyard before his residence. 
He appeared on the balcony, but as soon as he attempted to speak 
he was dragged back into the room. His wife then came to the 
window and appealed to the crowd to disperse in the Bishop's own 
interests. THe Times reports: “After some delay, the crowd 
scattered, but about forty demonstrators marched to the Brown 
House,. where, standing in front of the building, they called out 
Shame, pfui! and spat in unison on the ground. They dispersed 
before any action could be taken by the armed Nazi guards. This 
incident, inconceivable in Nazi Germany a few months ago, is signifi. 
cant of the hostility which the regime is arousing among the 
Bavarian Protestants by its present Church policy.” ; 

On Sunday a manifesto was read aloud in all the churches, in 
spite of a definite prohibition by the authorities, announcing that 
the torch of war has been flungintothe House of God“ This was 
not a mere protest; it was open defiance. And it was followed by 
another procession to Bishop Meiser. A service was held in the 
courtyard, and this time the deposed Bishop was allowed to appear 
on the balcony and say a few words. The same day a manifesto 
was distributed among all the Protestant congregations in Northern 
Germany plainly describing Reich Bishop Müller and Dr. Jager, his 
lay assistant, as “ instruments of Satan.“ 

Tue Times and the MorNING Post were banned on Monday aud 
the former was officially informed that its report of these facts was 
the reason. It must be borne in mind that the German Press has 
contained no news whatever of the Church dispute and the pulpit 


is increasingly becoming a valuable source of conveying news tothe 


public, the majority of whom naturally cannot read foreign news 
papers. From the Press the German public has so far learne of 
nothing but Dr. Jager s order dividing the Bavarian Church into 
two dioceses. 3 

It must also be realised that the Protestant opposition is being 
forced into opposition or surrender. It has tried to co-operate. Dr 
Meiser himself submitted a plan of unification based on the Consti- 
tution, but no notice was taken of it. Whoever is responsible seems 
to be forcing the Nazi issue on the most dangerous of all battlefields 
—the religious conscience. 

Hitler himself and Dr. Goebbels are excommunicated Catholics, 
each having been refused the sacrament ever since Dr. Goebbels's 
marriage to a divorcée, at which Hitler was best man.

Is His Power Waning? 


) An active figure in the background of the church dispute is 
Julius Streicher. On Wednesday of last week a meeting of South 
German Regional Party leaders was held at Munich, attended 
. appparently by Herr Streicher. According to THe TIMES it was 
| under his influence that Dr. Jiiger opened the offensive agains! 
Bishop Meiser the following day. On Tuesday last Dr. Jiiger went 
to Nuremberg, where he was for some time in conference with Herr 
Streicher. The crass stupidity of the anti-Meiser campaign has 
something in common with the present state of mind of Herr 
Streicher as revealed in his latest public utterances. 

Speaking at Nuremberg last week, he referred to “ rumours that 
have recently been current among the German people.”

He then 
related how he had himself whipped a political prisoner, Dr.

Accompanied by several other members of 
the Party I went into Steinruck's cell and found a miserable object 
whining and behaving like a schoolboy; I gave hima good thrashing 
with my whip.” After speaking of the assassinations in Marseilles, 
Herr Streicher made an allusion to an alleged plot, apparently 
against Hitler: “We have proof that during the recent rally at 
Nuremberg a man was bribed with 50,009 marks to carry out a deed 
which would make you shudder.”

Exemplary Work by Young People 


UNOSTENTATIOUS CHARITY 

The Annual Meeting was held on Tuesday evening at the Broadhurst 
Rooms, Broadhurst Gardens, N. W. Mr. SYDNEY KAy, Chairman of the 
Society, presided. The Society was founded in 1899 to provide 
immediate relief for those in dire distress.” 

Mr. EDWARD N. ADLER, the Treasurer, presenting the Balance-sheet, 
said that £117 was reccived as general donations, £35 as annual subscrip- 
tions and £1,744 from several functions arranged during the year. The 
total receipts for the year amounted to £2,216. The payments for relief 
and expenditure amounted to £2,189. Their liabilities were £265,the 
bank overdraft was £345 and the deficit £77. 

On the motion of Mr. STANLEY MYERS, seconded by Mr. M. GOLDMAN, 
the Balance-sheet was adopted. 

The CHAIRMAN, in presenting a report of the year’s work, said that all 
their activities were carried out by young people as not many in their 
Society were over the age of 30. He thanked all the members of 
the Committee for their wholehearted co-operation in the work. 
Every case they helped, said Mr. Kay, was dealt with on its 
merits; and they worked in conjunction. with the Jewish Board of 
Guardians and other institutions. They assisted the poor quietiy and 
inconspicuously without putting anyone to shame. Some of the people 
whom they helped had been once Rane Batim, and through no fault of 
their own had been reduced to poverty. They sent parcels of food to 
many families in order that they should not be embarrassed by having to 
attend the Institution ; gave loans and paid the fares for boys so that they 
could obtain employment. 

After Mr. H. I. Maister had welcomed the visitors, Dayan H. M. Lazarus 
spoke of his profound respect and admiration for the Institation’s work. 

Mr. Barnett Jauner, M. P., said that he felt that the Jewish people had much. 
to be thankful for in that its youth, who were represented by the people working 
for that Institution, were prepared to give of their time for the benefit of those 
less fortunate than themselves. They in that Society were doing something of 
considerable importance. They were building their own characters in a form 
that would stand them in good stead in the years to come, because they would 
have realised the difficulties: that there were in the world, and would have 
learned to regard the world as a whole in its proper perspective. 

Thanks were accorded to THE JEWISH CHRONICLE for the valuable publicity 
given to the work of the Society; to the Hon. Investigating Officer, Mr. Titch; 
the Hon. Auditors, Messrs. Edward Blinkhorn, Lyon and Co.; the Officers of the 
Institation and to the Secretary. 

The following were elected: Messrs. Svdney Kay, Chairman; H. I. Maister, 
Vice-Chairman; Michael Stein, Deputy Vice-Chairman; Edward N. Adler, 
Treasurer; Edward Blinkhorn, Lyon and Co., Hon. Auditors. The following 
General Purposes Committee was also elected: R. Adler, George Burchell, 
Maurice Goldman, Alfred Levy, Michael Lewis, Barnett Morris, Stanley 
Myers, Harry Morris, Harry Marks and Bette Marks. The Hon. Doctor, Dr. 8. 
Sacks, and the Hon. Solicitor, Mr. Philip Emanuel, again offered their services 
for the ensuing vear, and they were gratefully accepted.

Gertler, Picasso and Fritz Kormis 
The fourth biennial exhibition of Mark Gertler's paintings is 


now being held at the Leicester Galleries. It shows progress over 
his last exhibition, particularly in the treatment of the nude. 
Perfect composition of rich colour has usually been Mr. Gertlers 
chief ability; he seems now to be concentrating his interest on the 
arrangement of masses and many of these nudes are extremely 
satisfying in the completest compositional sense, which includes a 
true relationship between line and volume and colour and tone. 
The compositions are of the simplest, but they have the quality of 
inevitability. There are also several still-lives, all of them arrange- 
ments of Mr. Gertler's favourite Motifs flowers, musical scores and 
instruments, busts and the Benin head. They all show Mr. Gertler's 
classical perfection of composition. 


The Mayor Gallery, 18, Cork Street, W. I, is showing twenty-four 


drawings by Pablo Picasso, ranging in date from 1903 to 1933. This

Kormis possesses the rare ability of controlling without losing 
bis feeling. His portrait-heads are also well balanced in respect of 
content and treatment, and in Grete Kahn, London (No. 12) he 
makes attractive use of colour. Mr. S.“ (No. 14) and Miriam 
Fink, London” (No. 16), are also worth considerable attention for 
their wsthetic use of charm and of psychology. Lot's Wife” (No. 9), 
which is carved in stone, is one of those rare instances where litera- 
ture cries out for seulptural expression and Mr. Kormis has 
answered the call to perfection. The subject naturally called for 
very formal treatment and perhaps marks a turning point in Mr. 
Kormis's career. Since leaving Germany he has experimented 
much more freely and the present results are te be seen in his 
designs for execution in stone (Nos. 1-4), It is as well that when he 
was forced to change his life he should also have changed his medium. 
Torment and “Hunted Man” express vividly the sufferings of 
German Jewry ; their rhythms are tormented and their heaviness is 
the heaviness of despair. Yet here again emotion is perfectly con- 
trolled and the works are conceived as carvings, not as literature. 
These experiments were carried on under all the handicaps of exile 
and the fact that they go a long way towards satisfying the most 
critical aesthetic standards bodes well for Mr. Kormie’s future. if 
only he can find the elementary necessity, somewhere to work.

It is an impression 
of Jesus as seen by the Wandering Jew (the publishers are at fault 
in minimising or omitting the sub-title, as though this were simply 
intended to be another Life of Jesus, like any other). The narrator

looms as importantly in the story as the subject; and the narrator 
is essentially a Jew. As such, he finds that his people have failed in 
comprehension of their own mission—the mission to which Jesus 
should have recalled them. The lesson which he endeavours to 
teach reaches its culminating point in the noble reproof contained 
in the last few pages. 

L seattered you among the people that you might be as links 
between them. But, instead of linking them together, you have 
clung to their idols, shared in their luxuries, and taken part with 
them in their conflicts . . . Woe unto those who make arms, for 
they shall be subdued by arms.“ 

“If a Jew utters such words, what will they do with the Jews“ 
objects the author, against whom this tirade is directed.

Of what account are your sons? of what account is your wife?

At this brutal rejoinder, the Author snatches his hand away and 
flees—with a last invocation of peace ringing in his ears, and 
with his lips (we who read are in a position to say it) touched with 
the true prophetic fire. 


COMPARATIVE STUDY OF JEWISH LAW 

Treatise of Hebrew Civil Law. 
Pw. By J. S. Zuri. System of Actions. (Cailingold, 1933. 6s.)

Mr. Zuri's pen never pauses: this is his strength and his weakness. 
The range of Talmudic and Rabbinic knowledge which he commands is 
prodigious: it is like threading through a maze behind an old, experienced 
guide. Yet although he set out to group his material comparatively, with 
reference to Roman and English principles; although he strives to write 
imaginatively of Law; yet the wealth of his learning and the enthusiasm 
with which he revels in detail- treating particulars with the reverence 
due to principles tend to obscure the issues and to overwhelm the 
reader, Moreover, in discussing Procedure, he might, with advantage, 
have adopted a classification with which lawyers are familiar, whether it 
were based upon Roman law, Engfish law or the recognised divisions 
used by writers on jurisprudence. It may.well be that the system which 
he has adopted is familiar to continental lawyers, but his exposition is not 
equally clear to an English lawyer. Hence it is as a Talmudical study in 
the law of Actions rather than a piece of juristic analysis that this work 
must be judged. 

The book opens with a short account of the main stages of Roman 
procedure and Mr. Zuri poses the question whether Jewish legal procedure 
is similarly grounded upon any principle — intellectual, practical or 
natural ”"—which would help the judge to find his feet. His answer is that 
although the paths of the two systems differed, Jewish law ceaselessly

THE JEW IN SCIENCE 

We are told in the preface to Dr. Louis Gershenfeld's Tus Jew In 
ECIENCE (Philadelphia: The Jewish Publication Society of America, 
2 dois. 75) that the object of this book is to serve in changing distorted 
views held by some concerning the Jew in Science” and to “ encourage 
Among Jewish Scientists themselves a desire to know more of the history 
of their brethren in their respective professions.” The author, it appears, 
has interested himself for some time past in the history of Science, 
Judaism aud Scientists, and has kept jottings of facts that he has come 
across from time to time. These note; have now been put together in 
this book. In the space of less than one hundred pages the author 
attempts to cover the history of the Jewish people, the history of 
Science and the history of the development of man, and some cognate 
subjects! We can but admire the zeal with which the section from 
these vast fields must have been made; but whether the reader is left 
mre informed is an open question. The latter half of the book is 
devoted to a listing of Jewish workers” grouped under the various 
branches of Science and Medicine. Each list is preceded by what is intended 
to be a definition of the branch, and a few notes upon it; but to attempt 
to define a science usually is to court disaster. The lists include also the 
dates of birth and death, and a note upon the principal works and positions 
held by the one named. We are not told how the selection was made, but 
it includes “demi-Jews” and converts.“ In the particular branch of 
Science with which the reviewer is familiar, only one sixth of those 
named can in his opinion be considered to have made “ valuable contribu. 
tions to this branch of Science.” Consultagion with colleagues in other 
branches of Science and Medicine ha; only served to confirm the view 
that the lists are not intended to be restricted to any particular 
standard of attainment, but rather are intended to include all workers in 
Science of whom the author happens to have heard. Such a selection. we 
suggest, is too arbitrary to be of value. To achieve one of the author's 
objects, namely, “to change the distorted view of some,“ surely the 
scientific method to pursue would be to compare the work of Jewish 
Scientists with that of non-Jewish ones, and perhaps also account should 
be taken of the proportion of Jews in the total population. The inclusion 
of “demi-Jews ” is also open to criticism, for how do we know whether it 
was through the Jewish or non-Jewish origin that success was achieved ? 

The last chapter is devoted to other Jewish interests in Science, and 
refers to the Hebrew University and the Haifa Technical Institute and 


other Institutions in Palestine. A list of Jewish philanthropists who have 
assisted scientific work is also included. 


Notes on Books and Authors 


The well-known HANDBOOK OF PALESTINE AND TRANS-JORDAN, edited 
by Sir Harry Luke and Mr. Keith-Roach, has now gone into a third edition 
(Macmillan. 168.) It is a miniature encyclopedia of many topics on which 
the traveller in Palestine is likely to want information, and we know of 
nothing better for the intending tourist. Jewish, Christian and Moslem 
authorities have collaborated in producing an impartial and comprehensive 
compendium. Geography, History, Ethnology, Religions, Administration 
Economic Affairs and Natural History are all included; and there is a 
useful map on the scale of twelve miles to the inch.

The Vienna Schools Decree and the Agudah

Sin, Inu your issue of October 12th, you state that the Jucdische Prease, 
the Agudist organ of Vienna, “rejects the plea for separate schools.” 
This is incorrect, for the /’resse clearly says: We are pleased with the 
sovernment decree because We see in it a possible preliminary step to the 
establishment of a purely Jewish confessional school. 

You further report that the Presse has gone so far as to publish a 
deciaration approving of the segregation of Jewish children . . . on 
the grounds that the Jews will thus be enabled to have Jewish religious 
lessons in the schools.” ‘This is not correct. The Presse states that the 
Jews are to be treated in precisely the same manner as Protestants and 
Catholic children and the separate classes will have the syllabus so 
arranged as to obviate the necessity for Sabbath attendance and desecra- 
tion, and will not compel Jewish children to attend Christian bible lessons 
as hitherto. 

You also assert that the Juedische Presse “ urges the Government to 
consult the orthodox Jewish leaders on Jewish questions, and not non- 
religious Jews.” This, too, is incorrect. The /Juedische Presse asserts 
that “the government has the power to ask the advice in the first instance 
of religious Jews in questions affecting Jewish religion.” This request 
appears to be a perfectly logical one.

Suspect Arrested 

On his return from Germany, Ernst Sternkopf, a chauffeur, was 
arrested recently in Marienbad on the suspicion that he participated 
in the murder of Professor Theodor l.sssing, the famous German- 
Jewish philosopher who left Germany when Hitler came to power 
and who was shot dead in Marienbad on the night of September Ist, 
1933. The police believe that further investigations in connection 
with the arrest of Sternkopf will disclose startling facts. 

Professor Lessing was shot in the head while he was sitting at 
his desk in his bedroom. No attempt was made at robbery, and it 
was assumed that the murder had been carried out by Nazis on 
instructions from Germany. The police investigations revealed 
that Professor Lessing's murderer was a German Nazi who escaped 
to Germany after the crime.

M DEAR COUSLN, 
In the seventh century the Jews were subjected to greater 
oppression and suffered more miscries than in any of the preceding 
oturies. Wars prevailed in many parts of the civilised world, and 
ligious fanaticism glowed to burning point. After the lapse of 
one we speak lightly of wars; let us, however, stay to think what 
word means in terms of human life and we shall see the pain,

the prize. Heraclius was fortunate ; the Persians were ejected from 
lalestine. Now was the time to wreak vengeance on the Jews.

The appearance of that Moslem faith, which was summed up in

made its appearance, and from the Jewish standpoint it was of no 
sinall significance in two respects. Its Bible, the Koran, borrowed 
‘tom Jewish sources and contained a good deal of Jewish teaching. 
monotheism was bound to make it sympathetic to Jews, who 
also monotheists. Moreover, wherever that civilisation spread, 
in the main enjoyed more tolerant treatment than in Christian 
(Cuntries, 

There is no need to expatiate on the story of how the new faith 
“read from Arabia to Persia, to Egypt and North Africa, to Spain 
od to India. Suffice it to say that Mahemet was born about the 
‘car 570 and died in 632; that wherever his followers established 
bpires the Jews were able to breathe anew. For Christian intoler- 
de Was bitter unto death, and nowhere more than in the Visigothic 
ingdom of Spain. The West Goths who captured Spain were at 
‘st Arians, and so brought upon them the hostility of the Catholic 
‘lurch. The Arian Visigoths befriended the Jews as possessing a 
‘Ommon enemy. But when at the beginning of the seventh century 
‘he Visigothic rulers themselves became Catholic, the lot of the 
Jews in Spain was desperate beyond words. A succession of weak 
kings followed one another and almost without exception they 
were under the influence of the Catholic clergy. The Church 
Councils legislated for the government of the country and the 
Church Councils fiercely hated the Jews: Jews were subjected to 
«ll manner of disabilities. They might not own slaves—an enact- 
ment which to-day sounds harmless enough, But slave labour 
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was the rule in the Spain of those days, and to deprive Jews of 
the right which other citizens possessed was but one effort to weaken 
them ecenomically. But that was relatively an unimportant affair. 
Far more significant were the recurring ordinances whereby Jews 
who would not accept forcible baptism were to leave the country. 
Many Jews could not withstand the strain and pretended to adopt 
Christianity. Once they decided on this course, their life was not 
worth living. They became the victims of the clerics ; they were spied 
upon, punished, maltreated. Only by bribes could they obtain 
momentary relief. The Jewish Religion was abused and attacked 
in pamphlets written by the highest ecclesiastical authorities, 
among whom Archbishop Isidor of Seville has won notoriety. 
Typical of the state of feeling was the request of King Rekkeswinth 
(649-672) to the Eighth Council of Toledo (652) to expel the Jews 
since his realm was contaminated by the “infectious pest of 
Judaism. Throughout the seventh century, the persecution of 
Jews and the devilish treatment of the neo-Christians were developed 
into a fine art of cruelty. Many Jews left the country. crossing to 
North Africa where the Saracens had established kingdoms which 
offered a certain measure of tolerance. The record of Christian 
fanatical hatred in Visigothie Spain in the seventh century is among 
the blackest in the history of medivwyal Christian intolerance. No 
wonder that, when in the eleventh year of the next century the 
Saracens appeared at the gates, the Jews made common cause wiih 
them.

LECTURE BY THE RT. HON. WEDGWOOD BENN 


The first lecture to be given in the new Communal Hall of the West 
London (Reform) Synagogue was delivered on Sunday evening by the 
Rt. Hon. Wedgwood Benn, who took as his subject The World in 1954,” 
Major J. Brunel Cohen presided and referred to Mr. Benn’'s close associa 
tion with the Jewish Community during the twelve years he representcd 
the St. George's Division of the Tower Hamlets in Parliament.

A meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on 
Monday at the offices, 127, Middlesex Street. Miss HANNAH F.

Torah the preceding week, Mr. John Lewis, a member of the Board, 
being present at the interview. The Talmud Torah officers bad 
explained the whole position and made clear the steps they 
had taken for a thorough overhaul of the arrangements; they 
had already engaged a firm of chartered accountants, and she 
had pleasure in stating that the affairs of the Talmud Torah 
were now being managed in a satisfactory manner and they 
had the impression that they were doing things in a way that 
would satisfy the most exacting critic. The Secretary of the Board 
had since spent some considerable time with the accountants’ clerk, 
and from his long experience had been able to make a number of 
valuable suggestions. The President referred to the ungrudging 
helpfulness of the Board's officials. She added that in view of what 
had transpired, she felt it was only fair to give publicity to the 
satisfactory nature of the interview. She understood that the 
Talmud Torah would shortly be appealing for funds, and she hoped 
the Community would feel completely reassured with regard to the 
management of the institution and would support the appeal ina 
manner worthy of so good a cause. The Community could rest 
assured that the funds would now be properly administered,

Treasurers Statement 


Estimated Income and Expenditure for Next Vear 


Mr. S. JAPHET, the Chairman of the Council of Jews’ College, 
presided on Monday over a meeting held at the Communal Centre. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, a vote of condolence was passed 
with Mr. Augustus Kahn on the recent death of his son. 

The report of the Treasurers On the accounts of the College for 
the year ended the goth June, 1934, was submitted by Mr. JAcon 
WASSERMANN who said that the annual subscriptions amounted to 
£629 (L741 the previous year). The drop of £112 was partly due 
to the demise of several subscribers, and partly to the fact that 
some who responded to the Chief Rabbi's appeal subscribed only 
for one year. They must hope that the latter could be persuaded 
to renew their subscriptions or that others would take their places. 
The College fees at £40 did not reach last year's record of £48, but 
were still higher than in previous years. Their ordinary income 
same to £7,151 (£7,291 the previous year), and, including their Bank 
balance, they had at their disposal £8,125 (£7,884 the previous year). 
On the expenditure side, the educational items came to £5,288 
(£5,808 the previous year). The administrative expenditure was 
£1,670 (£1,662 the previous year). The two totals came to £6,958 
(£6,970 the previous year). The deficit on the running of the Hostel 
amounted to only £255 (£346 the previous-year), after the donation 
of £400 by the Ladies’ Auxiliary. 

Mr. JAPHET thanked Mr. Wassermann for his Report and, in a 
reference to the Hostel, said that things were improving there. 

Mr. ERNEST LESSER said the Hostel was undoubtedly doing a 
very nine piece of work. 

The Report was carried. 
A copy of the estimates of income and expenditure of the 
College for the year ending the 30th June, 1935, was submitted and 
showed a total estimated income of £6,563 and a total estimated 
expenditure ot £6,911, leaving an estimated deficit of £348. 

The Council adopted the draft Report of the Council for the period 
ending June 30th, 1934. The Council decided to fix Tuesday, November 
27th, as the date of-the Annual Meeting of the Governors and Subscribers. 

The CHAIRMAN annonnced that he had received a letter from Mr. 
Max. Falk resigning the office of Treasurer. He had approached Mr, 
Percy Schwarzschild with a view to his filling the vacancy. 

On the motion of Mr. JAPHET,it was decided to accept Mr. Falk's 
resignation with regret.

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sin,—May I be allowed to answer Mr. Shloimovitz’s letter in 
your issue of the 2ist ult. from a woman's point of view. I heard 
a Minister some years ago refer to the subject in the course of a 
public lecture, and I still remember his words because they rather 
shocked me: I had not thought of the question as an important one 
until then. This good man wished to convey to his hearers that, 


publicly at least, men and women must not pray together. We 
must have segregation of the sexes. he said. And he told an 


anecdote of how each Shabbai the entry of a particularly beautiful 
girl positively caused a disturbance of his service by reason of the 
men turning round to look at her. He could always tell when she 
had arrived by the flutter among the men! I. for one, realised for 
the first time that this was not only an important question but that, 
if only for the sake of the men, women should not be segregated! 
if the girl had come in with a crowd of men, women and children, 
her entry would have been inconspicuous, 
experience that even a plain girl gets stared at if she enters a 
practically empty gallery when the men are in their places; if one's 
attention is distracted by a movement in another part of the shool 
one automatically turns to see what it is. 

The open gallery neither hides women from the men, nor does it 
cnable the women to be part of the congregation proper. 

This Minister said of men and women: “They are different.” Of 
course they are! That is why. physically and psychologically, social 
intercourse of the best kind is good. “It is not good for man to live 
alone.” how much less for him to pray alone One must not, I feel, 
limit the meaning of the Biblical passage to refer to marriage. Social 
intercourse is best when men and women are at their best; as when they 
are singing together praises to the Most High. Only she or he who is 
spiritually out of tune with the congregation should be turned out, 
segregation of such is politic and preferable. 

Though one is loath to disagree with a Minister, I do feel his remarks 
on this subject expressed a false idea; and I am inclined to agree with 
your correspondent that it might be better (from the men’s point of view 
at least) if there were a mixed congregation. Personally 1 feel that 
whether a girl goes to Synagogue because she is able to pray there better 
than elsewhere, or because she likes to follow the Hebrew text and to feel 
herself in the company of fellow-Jews and Jewesses, and to listen to the 
sermon, the gallery is. from her point of view, as good as, if not better 
than, the ground floor. Even the shuffling and lounging of which your 
correspondent complains are negligible in the distance. 

Once when I, in the midst of a crowd of men in the Synagogue, found 
the short service had started and stayed in my place rather than disturb 
the ranks of men, it gave me an insight into why sensitive young men 
„don't like Synagoguc going, though I have had them admit that the 
practice is of communal value, theoretically. Even it 1 had been in the 
mood necessary for prayer on that occasion, my devotions would surely 
have been interfered with by the environment in which [ suddenly found 
myself. 

Would the atmosphere of the Synagogue and the attitude of its 
worshippers be better, and the men’s almost irreverent lack of control of 
their vocal organs be remedied by the presence of women Perhaps. 
But, of course, such an innovation would be very old-fashioned, taking us 
back almost to Temple times,

TRANSFER AGREEMENTS CONDEMNED 


The “Boycott Germany” Committees which exist in Haifa.

Lord Galway’s Jewish Ancestress 
— — 
From Mr. and Mrs. M. J. LANDA 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—With reference to a paragraph which appeared recently in THe 
JEWISH CHRONICLE on the Jewish ancestress of Viscount Galway, who 
has just been appointed Governor-General of New Zealand, permit us to 
point out that Elizabeth, whose name before baptism was Sarah, the 
daughter of Kitty Villareal (Rahel, known as Catherine, Da Costa) and her 
husband, Joseph Ishak Da Costa Villa Real, was married on August 12th, 
1747, shortly after she had attained her nineteenth birthday to William 
Monckton, who had just been returned to Parliament for Pontefract. Four 
years later he became the second (not the first) Viscount Galway, at that 
time an Irish title which did not carry with it a seat in the House of Lords. 
At Serlby Hall, Lord Galway's seat in Nottinghamshire, there is a portrait 
of Kitty’s daughter who was widowed in 1772 and died on January 2nd, 
1792. When we visited Serlby Hall last year, at Lord Galway’s invitation, 
he took pride in showing a beautiful bedspread exquisitely worked in a 
pattern of flowers by his Jewish ancestress. A granddaughter of hers 
married Mr. Milnes; and their son became Lord Houghton, the father of 
the present Marquis of Crewe. The last-named is therefore also @ 
descendant of Kitty Villareal, |

Scones, Buns and Tea Cakes 
(By Request) 
Tea Cakes 


Castor sugar, 1 teaspoonful. 
One egg. 
Margarine, 2 ozs. 

Milk, 4 pint. 


Put the yeast and sugar into a small basin and mix together until 
they liquify. Sift the flour and salt into a large basin. Melt the margarine 
in a small saucepan : add the milk and make lukewarm, then stir them on 
to the yeast. Add this mixture to the beaten egg; make a well in the 
centre of the flour and strain this into it. Mix thoroughly; beat the 
mixture well. Turn it on to a lightly floured board; divide it into three 
portions and knead each until it is quite smooth. Then put each portion 
into a small round buttered cake tin. Cover with a cloth and stand ina 
warm place until they rise to double the size (about half-an-hour). ‘Then 
bake in a hot oven for about twenty minutes. When cooked, brush the 
top over with milk and sugar glaze, and return to the oven for a minute 
or two to dry. 

For the glaze.—Mix one dessertspoonful of castor sugar with one 
tablespoonful of milk, and stir till dissolved. 

Be sure only to dal fill the tins when the mixture is put to rise.

Salt, i teaspoonful. 
Yeast, § oz. 


Small Buns 
Sugar, 2 ozs.

Sieve the flour and salt into a basin; make a well 
in the centre; pour in the yeast mixture and mix to a pliable dough. 
If too dry, add a little more warm milk. Cover the basin and leave in a 
warm place for the dough to rise for an hour. Then knead in the sugar 
and sultanas, turn on to a board and divide into ten equal parts. Form 
into rounds and put on a greased tin. Leave again in a warm place for 
ütteen minutes, then bake in a quick oven until nicely browned (about 
twenty minutes). Glaze as in previous recipe.

THE BATH SYNAGOGUE 


The mention of the revival of the Bath Hebrew Congregation, 
which appeared in your Travel Column recently, recalls once more 
how little we know of the Anglo-Jewish defunct communities of the 
eighteenth century. The Bath Congregation is said to have been 
founded in 1742. The present Synagogue, however, must date back 
to a period somewhat later. It is recorded to hate been constructed 
by Moses Samuel, one of the London magnates of the late 
Hanoverian period, who was Warden of the Great Synagogue in 1809, 
and subsequently spent twenty-five years of retirement at Bath.

most of them had to sleep on the floor and many to stand during a 
journey of fourteen days to Biro-Bidjan; and the insanitary conditions 
and bad food cansed illness among the unbappy travellers. 

In their enthusiasm for the policy of the Soviet Government, your 
correspondents say that it “has becn respo sible for absorbing cnc-and- 
a-half million Jews into industry.” As the total number of Jews in Soviet 
Russia is less than three millions, your correspondents apparently include 
in their calculation persons of all ages, from infants to greyt cards. 
And when they state that “the Jew in the Soviet Union enjoys an 
economic and political freedom unknown elsewhere,” one does not know 
whether to marvel mcre at their obliquity of vision or their singular 
credulity.

— 
‘LECTURE BY THE HON. IVOR MONTAGU 

_A meeting of the West End Jewish Literary Society was held on 
Sunday last at the Vestry Room of the New West End Synagogue, 
St. Petersburgh Place, at which the Hon. Ivor Montagu delivered an address 
on The Soviet Union. The President of the Society, Mrs. G. S. Joseph, 
was in the Chair. 

In the course of his address, Mr. Montagu referre1 to the statement 
that there were 500,009 starving Jews in Russia. He said that there was 
certainly a very large number of Jews in that plight—possibly 500,000— 
but he would ask his hearers to remember that in old Russia there were 
about 2,000,000 Jews, and owing to restrictive laws which banned them 
from the professions, from Government service and from many other 
occupations, their plight was as bad as those at present in distress. The 
vast bulk of them were engaged in trade which had no place in the Soviet 
economy, and Jews, he alleged, were given priority in new works on that 
account. As it was, 1,500,000 had been absorbed in the new system, aud 
he felt that that was a fairer statement than merely referring to an army 
of starving Jews.

Mr. Lawrence Kostoris presided at the monthly meeting held 
last week. The statement of accounts, submitted by the Treasurer, 
Mr. J. Meek, showed a total liability of £6,200. He appealed to the 
Committee to do their utmost to reduce this enormous liability, and 
acknowledged a legacy of £25 from the Executors of the late Mr. 
Louis Marks. The President pointed out that in spite of the fact 
that only two vears ago the Institution was considerably enlarged, 
it was now almost full to capacity. the number of inmates being 
eiguty. He said that it had always been the policy of the Board to 
admit all suitable cases irrespective of a substantial financial liability; 
but in view of almost all the beds being occupied, he feared that in 
the very near future applications would have to be placed on a 
waiting list. The number of inmates during the course of the last 
five years had more than doubled, and it was a source of anxiety 
that the subscription list, in spite of the increased expenditure, 
was reduced. He announced that the Executive had decided to 
open an Emanuel Nove Memorial Fund, the proceeds of which 
were to bring an annual income to the Institution. It was hoped 
that in view of the fact that the late Mr. Nove was one of the 
founders of the Institution and President for twenty years, the Jewish 
Community would help to make this fund a substantial one. The 
Institution had been bereaved by the death of Mr. Samuel J. Cohen, 
who was President and Trustee for many years and a generous 
benefactor. In recognition of bis services, the Board of Management 
had decided to erect a Kaddish Tablet in the Synagogue of the 
(Institution recording his services and to perpetuate his memory. 
On several occasions this year, said the President, the Jewish Com 
munity in Blackpool had entertained the inmates, and last week 
Mrs. Horovitch, of Blackpool, invited the inmates to spend a day at 
the seaside and provided them with dinner and tea and they were 
taken to various places of amusement by Mr. and Mrs. E. Lewis.

LECTURE BY DR. SAMUEL DAICHES 


Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daches gave an address on Sunday evening at a 
meeting of the Great Synagogue Guild for Social Service on “The World 
and the Jew.” The meeting was held in the Ernst Schiff Memorial Hall, 
and was presided over by Dr. Bernard Homa, L. C. C. 

Dr. Daiches, in the course of his address, said that in the first chapter 
of Bereshis they had the couception of the foundation of the world. It was, 
therefore, childish to say, as some did, that Genesis should not be taught 
to children. Nothing could give to the child, or indeed to the grown-up, 
a more beautiful and permanent picture of an ordered world. Dr. Daiches 
gave many examples from the Bible and Prayer Book of what the world 
meant to the Jew. They were, he said, the descendants of all those who 


sought to make the worl! a spiritual world, a world worth while living 


in, a world of friendship and brotherhood.

Maccabi Inter-Club Swimming Gala 


CHALLENGE CUP WON BY ANTWERP 


The Maccabi Association London Swimming Club is making a 
determined effort to establish itself on a sound footing in order to 
compete on equal terms with the best swimming clubs in London. 
Since its inception last November, the Maccabi Swimming Club bas 
made great progress, and now has a membership of 100. During the 
summer, swimming and water-polo matches were played against 
Metropolitan clubs with considerable success. A competent coach 
has been engaged, and under his guidance a number of promising 
young swimmers are being trained. 


Last Saturday evening, at the Paddington Baths, Queen's Road, the 
first Maccabi Inter-Club Gala was held before a large audience, the 
competing teams being representatives of the Maccabi Association, London, 
and the Sportclab Maccabi, Antwerp. The programme comprised races 
at various distances, relay races and a water-polo match. The swimming 
was of a very high standard, with the London team winning the 100 yards 
free style, the 67 vards breast stroke and the free style relay, with a total 
(t 17 points ; and Antwerp winning the 67 yards back stroke, the medley 
relay and the water-polo match by 7 goals to 2, with a total of 20 points.

Mr. F. T. Wymborne, M.C., assisted by Mr. Newgass and a number of 
stewards. 

The fanction opened with the two teams exchanging greetings and 
singing Hatikvah. They paraded before Mr. Barnett Jauner, M. P., Vice- 
President of the Maccabi World Union, who delivered an address of 
welcome. He recorded the fact that when the Maccabi representatives 
of London went to Antwerp a few years ago, they met with an excellent 
1eception ; and, on behalf of London, he extended no less a hearty welcome 
to the Maccabi Club of Antwerp, which, formed in 1926, had carved out 
for itself an important place in international swimming. Mr. Janner said 
that swimming was going to be an important feature of the Maccabi 
Movement. Last year the Palestine Maccabi team achieved outstanding 
suecesses at the West Asiatic Olympic games at New Delhi, India. At 
the conclusion of the games, the Maharajah of Patiala held a swimming 
cala, and Guth (of Palestine) won the Maharajah’'s cup as the best swimmer 
competing. The team stayed for a week at the palace of the son of the 
Maharajah as his guests. They returned home with no fewer than 
fifteen medals. 

Mr. M. Herschkowitz, President of the Swimming Section of the 
Antwerp Maccabi Club, returned thanks for the reception given to his 
team. 

At the conclusion of the function, Mrs. Barnett Janner presented the 
Myer Kremer” Challenge Cup to the captain of the Antwerp team. 

In an interview with THE JEWISH CHRONICLE representative, Mr. 
Herschkowitz said that the Swimming Section of the Antwerp Maccabi 
Sportclub was founded in 1926. Its water-polo team entered the third 
division of the Belgian Water Polo League, and in a short time it gained 
experience and achieved success. Last year it became water-polo 
champions of Antwerp and reached the semi-final of the Belgian Champion- 
ships. Three members of the team— Laudau, Kolinsky and Eug. Rakower 
Mere selected to represent Antwerp in an Inter-City match. Members 
of the swimming team also took part in International contests and one 
was third in the 1932 backstroke championship of Belgium over 100 metres. 

More and more Associations and clubs throughout Great Britain are 
becoming interested in the aims and objects of the Maccabi Movement. 
Asa result of the visit of the General Secretary of London Maccabi, Mr. 
Gerald Rosin, to Nottingham last Sunday, the Executive of the local Jewish

participate in the Movement are situated in Newcastle and Southampton. 
Maccabi is at last being appreciated by Jewish Youth, Athletic avd 
Cultural Clabs in this country, and is acting as an inspiration towards 
concerted action in the spheres of cultural, athletic and moral 
achievement.

Some uncertainty is still felt in markets regarding the European 
political situation. This is partly responsible for the comparative 
inactivity in markets. In addition, so much attention has been 
directed of late to new capital issues that the older stocks are likely 
to be temporarily affected. The general situation is, however, 
satisfactory. There is no evidence of liquidation of a forced 
character. British stocks, whether high-class investments or the 
more speculative issues, are particularly well supported. This is a 
reflection of abundant credit supplies and the distinctly encouraging 
character of the annual reports now being published by industrial 
undertakings. It should not be long before business activity returns, 
providing, of course, there are no acute disturbances in Continental 
politics or monetary affairs. 


A Sharp Improvement 


A large expansion occurred in the profits of the British Celanese 
Company in the year to June goth last. The balance of trading 
account for the year, after charging cost of production, amounted to 
£2,595,028 compared with £1,685.550 in the previous twelve months.

TEA AND RUBBER PROSPECTS 


The 26th Annual Meeting of Harrisons and Crosfield, Ltd., was held at 21. 
Idol Lane, London, E. C., on Tuesday, October 16th. 

Mr. H. Eric Miller (tae Chairman), said that they were most thankful for 
the improvement in their fortunes, which was attributable very largely to the 
fact that both the tea and the rubber industries had been put on their feet by 
international agreements to regulate supplies in an orderly manner.

Next Week's Premieres 

“THE BARRETTS OF WIMPOLE STREET. Empire, Leicester 
Square, (U Certificate). 

Turning a stage play into a film is ordinarily a hazardous 
business and much more so in the present instance with such a 
splendid play as The Barretts.’ M. G. M. have triumphed over the 
difficulties and are to be congratulated upon their successful effort. 
The setting is, of necessity, very largely static ; but monotony is 
avoided by skilful camera work. Yet one is never conscious 
of the camera. The clmaxes are moments of power and 
majesty, but these qualities are not over-weighted. Fine 
acting is also largely responsible for sustaining the rhythm 
when the camera must be still. Charles Laughton might 
have been expected to fasten upon the psychological peculiarities of 
Edward Moulton-Barrett ; however the temptation is resisted and 
we are given a well-conceived, beautifully constructed and perfectly 
logical reading of the old man. This is the best individual perform- 
ance and the character dominates the whole. A fine, spiritual quality 
inspires Norma Shearer's approach to Elizabeth; and her inward 
struggle between duty to father and to self is one of the many fine 
things of the film. 

Fredric March showed all the tremendous virility and vitality 
of Robert Browning. vet one could not feel that he was a poet. His 
accent was, of course, a handicap, but his real failure lay in a lack 
of repose. Maureen 0 Sullivan was delightful as Henrietta; and 
the triumph of the force of life as represented by Captain Surtees 
Cook over the sterility enforced by her father is another fine 
moment. Another splendid small part is contributed by Una O Connor 
as Wilson. the maid: she was the only woman in the film to walk 
properly in the Victorian manner and.her character was amply 
conveyed by one shot of her moving skirt. The Director, Sidney 
Franklin. must be awarded chief credit for the success: his work 
bears the stamp of sincerity on every shot and his treatment of the 
dog, Flush, is very clever. The camera-man and the cutter, too, 
deserve a share of the congratulations. The settings are authentic, 
and on the one occasion when the lighting might have been improved, 
it seemed to be rather the fault of the projector in changing over.“ 

*“‘UNFINISHED SYMPHONY New Gallery. 

The work by Franz Schubert known as the Unfinished 
Symphony is so popular even among the unmusical mass of the 
cinema-going public that it is quite possible that this film of the 
same name may be responsible for a good deal of misapprehension 
among that public. That is the more likely since the apocryphal 
story is put across with unusually fine sensitiveness to period 
details, and with remarkable restraint and sympathy in the 
handling both of actors and of producer. That the Unfinished 
Symphony” remained in that incomplete state because of 
an abortive love affair between Schubert and the Countess 
Esterhazy is the theme, and the comparatively simple story 
provides opportunities for shots of old-world Vienna, pleasant 
conntryside, inn scenes with Hungarian gypsies and palace 
interiors which convey the life of the 1830's with some fidelity. The 
film is more a“ silent with music than a talkie” as we understand 
it to-day, and Schubertian melodies, primarily, of course, taken from 
the Unfinished itself carry the action along more eloquently 
than words could do. Since Hans Jaray and Marta Eggerth give 
first-rate acting performances, Jaray as Schubert being exception. 
ully fine, all the ingredients of a popular success are here, if only 
the action could be speeded up a little at times. The ending, 
however, is not only weak but artistically false.
